GOLD. 


Last week, when the government offer to 
sell $1,500,000 of gold was almost neglected, 
only one-half of it being sold, and the price 
was allowed to drop to 143-8, many persons 
thought that the fall would be so serious as 
to effect cotton. We thought, at thetime, it 
was a ruse of the bulls to “cateh: sttckers,” 
and said, in answer to the question: “Don’t 
you think the fall in gold will effect cotton ?” 
We do not think the change in gold, fora 
month or two, will be enough to seriously 
effect the cotton market either way. Still, 
those whose interest it is to have gold go 
lower should bear in mind that the cotton 
cotton crop is late, and therefore the exports 
of it will be small for some time to come, 
and our imports have increased very fast of 
late, amounting in the last two wecks to

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RECEIPTS. 

It is now known that the total receipts at 
the ports, according to the New York Fi- 
nancial Chronicle, will be 3,620,000 bales. 
The addition of what has been consumed by 
the South and what has been shipped 
direct from interior towns and railroad 
depots to the Northern milis, will have to be 
guessed at until the figures can be made up 
correctly, which will be done in the 
next few weeks, In the mean time 
we will make a guess of 280,(00, 
bales, compared with 242,000 last year. It 
now looks like the total would be 3,900,000 
bsles, and possibly a little over, whilst fully 
100,000 bales are still on the plantations and 
at interior depots, making the total crop for 
last year fully four miilions of bales. Last 
year, at this time, new cotton was coming in 
so fast that the receipts at the interior towns, 
and also at Galveston, New Orleans, Savan- 
nah aud Charleston, were increasing rap- 
idly, whilst this year, in consequence 
of the cool, backward summer, with much 
cloudy weather and numerous light rains, it 
is likely the first receipts will be fully three 
weeks late. The total receipts at this point 
this season have been 32,000 bales; and the 
receipts for last September were 2 800 bales ; 
whilst this year we do not think they will 
exceed 1,50 bales for same time. The crop 
tributary;to this place is splendid, never bet- 
tér, but two to three weeks late. 

CROP PROSPECTS. 

All our reports, with a few exceptions and 
except caterpillars, are very good indeed, 80 
far. There has been very little complaint of 
blight, rust, shedding or boll worms. In some 
sections the plantis small, and everywhere 
backward, but very full of fruit. 

If we should have a late frost the section 
above or North of latitude 83 degrees will 
likely make as good a crop as was ever b: ‘ade 
upon the same quantity of acres. 

There are £0 ne indications of avery eer'y 
frost this feli, but jt may not come before 
about the 25th of October. 

CATERPILLERS, 

This terrible scourge of the cotton planters 
is again upon him. It is the first time in an 
experience of fcrty years that we ever knew 


LIVERPOOL. 


The market has been very duil and lower, 
with small sales. The reports of the steady 
improvement cf the crop causing spinners to 
withdraw as much as possible from the 
market. Manchester spinners having bought, 
in the last three weeks, 20,000 bales less than 
their actual constmption: thus reducing 
their stock that much. They now hold about 
128.000 bales of all sorts; 75,000, about two 
weeks supply, of which is American. That 
market will be active, with large sales, very 
soon, if they believe our reports of the cater- 
pillars. 

Since closing our article the mail bas 
brought us some letters which are so impor- 
tant we have thought it best to add some ex- 
tracts from them: “Decatur county, Geor- 
gia, August 20th, 1873.—The worms are eat- 
ing up the cotton. They are in all stages, 
flies and eggs to grown worms. ‘Everything 
green will beeaten up ina few days. Two 
weeks ago my crop was good for 30 baleg 
now 18 bales will be all I can possibly make. 
Some of my cotton is black with rust and 
lice, and smells 30 badly the blowing flies 
are onit. Most of the grown bolls are black 
but they may open and make r cotton. 
My crop is about a fair sample of other crops. 
I have lost five bales by grass and want of 
labor. five bales by wet weather, and two 
bales by worms. Cloudy wet weather con- 
tinues, but not many heavy rains: “ Baker 
County, Ga., Augus} 21, 1873—Cotton is a 
failure. Fifteen days ago the prospect was 
fine; now destruction from caterpillar is 
complete, most places entirely eaten up, not 
a leaf to be seen, and the worms are now 
eating the small bolls. The crop will be 
from one-tenth to two-thirds only, say aver- 
age one-half.

If, then, when the time comes 
for the bu.lding of a City Hospital, it will not only be 
Clearly impolitic, but contrary to the express will of 
the people, to turn over such an enterprise into the 
hands of any benevolent or religions body, by dona- 
tion or lease for its mansgement by societies having 
no responsible connection with the city government. 
When 2s City Hospiial is absolutely necessary 
to meet the wants of our. people, it 
Willrequire a much larger expenditure of money in 
its erection ani annual eupport than many of its most 
humane advocates have estimated; therefore its plan 
of structure should be well matured, and its annual 
expense wisely considered. When this is done and 
the hospital buiit and equipped, the city shonld con- 
tro] its management absolutely, and it never should 
let- | be merged into any religious or benevolent organiza- 
tion. To insure success in institutions of this kind 
they must be wholly private, or wholly public, as 
corporate bodies. 
From what is said sbove, I would not have it un- 
derstood that I am opposed to benovelent or reiigious 
hospital associations.

Werld.

The tourist, roaming over the sunny lands 


_|of the East, cannot but gaze with pamiring 
ces 


wonder on the gorgeous temple edi 

that everywhere meet the eye. Even amid 
the superlative richness of tropical scenery 
they stand conspicuous—their slender, 

Ided gpires towering upward, often hun- 

reds of feet, till they seem lost in the blue 
ether; théir tinted tiles of he and gold 
reflectizg, as by a prism, all the colors of the 
rainbow, and their myriads of tiny, tink- 
ling bells, pendant from every turret and 
gable of the vaulted roof, breathing out 
sweet music at each touch of the passing 
breeze. 

Nowhere else, not even on their own mag- 
nificent palaces, or the gorgeous abodes of 
their kings, do Orientals so lavish time and 
money, taste and skill, ason the temples of 
their-gods. Amid the wealth of Juxuriance 
the Divine Creator has scattered so plenti- 
Ously around, these seem ix perfect accord— 
monuments of adevction and self-sacrifice 
that challenge our admiration, even while 
awakening pity for a zeal so sadly misplaced. 
Never were devotees of any creed or faith so 
fast bound in its thraldom as are these disci- 
ples of Buddh or Gaudama; while this mam- 
moth religion numbers as its votaries more 
than 550,000,000 of human beings, or nearly 
half the population of our globe. 

For 2,500 years it has been the established 
religion of Burmah, Siam, Laos, Pegu, Cam- 
bodia, Thibet, Japan, Tartary, Ceylon, the 
Loo-Choo and many neighboring islands, be- 
sides about two-thirds of China and a large 
portion of Siberia; and, at the present day, 
no inconsiderable number of the simple 
peasantry of Swedish Lapland are found 
among its firm adherents. Buddhism, in its 
pure form, undoubtedly had its origin in 
Hindostan, where its founder was born; and 
thence, by the almost superhuman efforts of 
of its priests and devotees, it was scattered 
far and wide al] through Eastern, Middle and 
Southern Asia. 

When Mohammedanism was first intro- 
duced into Java, they were all Buddhist, and 
they clung to their established religion with 
a tenacity that even the fire and sword of the 
false prophet were in many cases incapable 
of subduing. In Hindostan, within a few 
centuries after the death of Gaudma, we find 
the Brahmins ponte persecuting the Bhud- 
dhists, and ultimately expelling them from 
the country; yet to this day, despite the 
deadly malignity of the Brahmins, the per- 
sistent warfare waged against Buddhism by 
Mohammedans, andithe cumbined prayers 
and efforts of all Christendom, no decisive 
victory has been achieved over this mighty 
ost. 

Some thousand have been converted to 
Christianity, but the loss is made good by 
births from year to year; though it is true 
that, as Western civilization progresses, the 
highest class, and in many cases even the 
priests themselves, are losing their hold on 
the docrines of Buddhism, and modifying 
their temple worship by some admixture of 
Occidental if not Christian observances.

The Debt Oue the Teachers of 1871; 


Decatur, August 20, 1873. 

Editors Constitution: GENTLEMEN—I find in TBE 
CONSTITUTION Of August 5th, a notice of the psyment 
of the past due interest on the bonds of the State. 

There is anotnér case of past due indebtedness, to 
which it might be well tocali the attention of the au- 
thorities. I refer to the debt due teaghers and sehool 
officers for 1871. In directions sent to county com- 
missioners in March, the State Commissioner 


/stated that the fund available at that time for 


the payment of the debt amounted 
to above $35,000, but that no distribution need be ex- 
pected until July Ist, by which time the amount 
wouid be increased to $80,000 or $100,000, 

He infermed the Commissioners, who met in At- 
lanta about June 26th, that he was wailing for the re- 
turns from ten or fifteen coun‘ies, and that if they 
were not received in a very short time, he would 
distribute the money, reserving the estimated 
share of counties that had not made returne 

He atated farther that a reaction had taken place in 
favor of public schools, after the people were in- 
formed that the school fund had been misapplied or 
misappropriated, before the teachers were employed 
in 1871, and that the present administration was not 
responsible for the state of things then existing. 

The commissioner will confer a favor upon the 
teachers by informing them which administration, if 
avy, is responsible for the payment of the money.
